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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Prior office actions for related applications are incorporated in this office action by reference. 
Claims 1, 11, 20, 42, 45, 48, and 49 have been amended. 

• Claims 8-9 and 19-20 have been canceled. 

• Claims 1-7 and 10-18 are allowed. 

• Claims 3, 7, 1 0-1 5 currently amended. 

2. Based on the interview conducted on October 30, 2006 with the applicant and further clarification 
by the applicant by filing a supplemental amendment filed on November 17, 2006 and further discussion 
of the invention in the remark section of the newly filed amendments, the following allowability of subject 
matter has been considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -7 and 1 0-1 8 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

5. Prior art of records; PROGRAMMED FOR PERFECTION-(frequent guest programs)(Focus on 
Hotels special issue)- Ylinen, Jerry-Travel Weekly, v47, n38, p26(3)-April 30, 1988 [Programmed], 
Description of the Background Art, paragraphs 1 and 2 [DBA], and further CASINO DATA SYSTEMS- 
Going Public the IPO Reporter, v17, n13, pN/A- March 29, 1993. [Casino] both are general description of 
the art. 

6. The Programmed reference cited by the Examiner discusses Frequent Stay incentive programs 
at various hotel chains. The Programmed reference fails to disclose or suggest that the customer value is 
specific to the property and the property is tied to gambling activity incentives. Additionally it is hot 
disclosed by the prior art of record that the price of the resource is based on such incentives as 
determined by the system based on the gambling activities in the properties. 

7. Furthermore, a customer value is specific to a property. That customer value must be specific to 
the property and must also be based on the customer's gambling activities at two or more properties. And 
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a customer value specific to the property that is also based on the customer's activities at two or more 
properties. Thus, it is not just that a different valuation will be obtained for each property; but that these 
are different valuations and are based on gambling activities of the customer at two or more properties. 

8. In regards to independent claims 1, 3, 7, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 17, and 18, the closest prior art of 
record when taken either individually or in combination with other prior arts of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest the step of; a customer value is specific to a property. That customer value must be specific to 
the property and must also be based on the customer's gambling activities at two or more properties. And 
a customer value specific to the property that is also based on the customer's gambling activities at two or 
more properties based on whether there are to be multiple customers in a room. Thus, it is not just that a 
different valuation will be obtained for each property; but that these are different valuations and are based 
on gambling activities of the customer at two or more properties in relation to the gambling activities in the 
past as well as the present within the properties and the resource request in relation to the properties. 

9. Dependent claims 2 and 16 are dependent upon independent claims 1, and claims 4-6 are 
dependent on independent claim 3, thus have all the limitations of claims land 3, therefore, allowable for 
the same reason. 

10. Any comments considered necessary by the applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issues fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
